Mr. Speaker reported that when the Hoase did attend His Honor the Lieutenant- 
(Grovernor, this day, in the Legislative Council Chamber, His Honor was pleased to 
make a Speech lo both Houses of the Provincial Legislature, of which Mr. Speaker 
said ho had, to prevent mistakes, obtained a copy, which he read to the House, aa 
foUoweth : 

Sanorahle Gentlemen of the Legislative Council, 

Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly: 

I am very happj-, at the commencement of the now year, to welcome you to the 
seat of Government, whither I have called you for the despatch of the business of 
the Province. I dtitter myself with the hope, that harmony good feeling and the 
strictest regard to justice will not fail to attend your patriotic deliberations. 

The Bi itiNh army, which has so often covered with gioiy the flag under which 
our rights and liberties are fostered, has gained new laurels in, Egypt. Let ns offer 
onr congrtitulations to Oar Gracious Sovereign, through whose wisdom the prestige 
of England has been increased, and a long peace, with all its attendant prosper- 
ity, secured for the Empire. 

I am happy to inform yoa that the consoHdatfon of our Statutory laws, which 
has been confided to able hands, is rapidly progressing and that a considerable part 
6f the work will shortly be submittecf to yon. 

I am also in a i>osition to state that the public will not be disappointed in its 
expectations of judicial reforms and improvements of our God^ of Procedure. But 
altnough these studies are considerably advanced, I think that a hasty solution of 
the qut^stion would deprive this work of it^ character of stability, and my Govern*- 
ment will, <iunng thi^ ScR^ion, confine itnelf to suggesting certain amendments for 
the purpose of shortening the delays of procedure and simplifying appeals. 

A Bill will be submitted to 3*^00 npon the Jury system in criminal trials, so as to 
raise the level of jurors and lessen the expenditure entailed. 

The proceedings of the Forestry C^ongresn, held in Montreal, in September last, 
have had the eifect, in a n\nrked degree, of attracting public attention to the im- 
portant subject of the preservation and re-wooding of our forests. My Government 
Is engaged in studying tho most elliciont means of attaining this end, and a Bill will 
be submitted to you for the purpose of putting a stop to the destruction of our woods 
and forests, without decreasing the public revenue. 

Our mining rcHOurces are being rapidly developed and it is tho intention of my 
Government to encourage and stimulate private enterprise, by placing at the disposal 
of tho public, tho most complete information as to the/existence and the nature of 
mineral deposits which contain immerse undeveloped wealth, and by taking steps to 
render explorations as inexpensive as po.shiblo for private individuals. 

Foreign capifalists are taking more and more interest in the resources of the 
Province of Quebec^ and particularly in our phosphates of the Ottawa Valley. In 
order the more reliably to establi>h their quality and extent, my Government is now 
having a careful examination made of that Territory, It will always give its greatest 
assistance to foreign or local ocmpanics which are already established and to those 
which are being formed, and they will assist us with their special knowledge and 
their experience in these various branchvs of industry. 

My Government has reason to hope that these new enterprises will give a great 
impetus to Agriculture and Colonization. The more thorough encouragement of 
these great sources of public prosperity has already occupied its attention, and it 
will acquaint you with the new meaHures it has taken the more easily to open apto- 
the energy of the settler, the lands in our public domain. 
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Gentlemen of the Legislative Asaemblyy 

The Pablic Accounts for the past fiscal year and the Estimates of expenditure for 
the coming one, will be subniitted to you. You will be pleased to notice by the lost 
Public Accounts, that, owing to the payment by the City of Montreal, of its debt4o 
the Municipal Loan Fund, the operations of the past fiscal year, show a considerable 
B irplua The Commissioner entrjasted with the settlement of the Municipal Loan 
Fand, is working energetically in the matter, and my Government has reason to 
hope the receipts &om this source for the current year will exceed the. amount 
estimated. 

The preparation of the Estimates for the coming fiscal year has been based upon 
thesti'ictest economy consistent with the efficiency of the public servjce. My Govern- 
ment will use every possible effort to e^tablitsh an equilibrium between the receipts 
and the expenses chargeable to the Consolidated Bovenoe, by a careful administra- 
tion ot the rev«)ue8of the Province, and a strict supervision over its expenditure* 
For thai purpose a Bill will be submitted to you, defining the p^ition and powers 
ot the Provincial Auditor, w such manner that the people, through its represent* 
utives, mny absolixtel^' oontrol the expenditure. 

A Bill will also be submitted to you to facilitate the pi^^ment of monies due the 
Province for the custody of prisoners and the insaniv as well as of the surafi due the 
Building and Jury Fund. 

During the recess, the settlement of the accounts between the Provinces of On- 
tario and Quebec and the Dominion has been advanced. Statements are now being 
prepared on the basis adopted during the negotiations, and there is every reason to 
believe that you will shortly be informed that these^accounta have been satisfactorily 
settled. 

It would bedesii^ble that the final adjustment of the Common School Fund 
should be etfected at the same time as that of the other accounts, and active nego- 
tiations are now in progress between the Government of the Province of Ontario and 
my Government on this subject. A Bill to authorize such an aiTangement will be 
bubmitted to you. 

Honorable Qentlemen of the JbegiaUUive Council : 

Oeuilemen of the Legislative Assembly : 

The pension system which enables the Government to provide in an equitable 
manner for the support of aged and sickofficers and employees in the public service, 
lias so promoted the eflicit ncy thereof t1»at my Government deems it advisable to 
extend it to the outside civil service. A Bill will be submitted to you to grant pen- 
sions to certain o£Beers connected with the administration of justice and to certain 
others. 

I have authorized the appointment of a commission charged with the duty of 
making a general and searching investigation into the organization of all thepublio 
departments. I am convinced that the labours of this commission, a repert from 
which will probably be laid before you during the course of the session, will have 
the eifect of reducing the expense and increasing the efficiency of the service. 

Becent judicial decisions, better defining the powers of the local Legislatures in 
the Canadian Confederation, have, while adding to those of the Province of Quebec^ 
^equally added to its duties and responsibilities or modified its position. 

Owing to the views expressed by the hiffhest Court of Api>eal in the Brititih 
Empire in rendering judgment on the Act of the Dominion Parliament, for the regu- 
lation of the sale of intoxicating liquors {Canada Temperance Act of 1878) my 
Government is seriously considering the advisability of certain amendments to exist- 
ing legislation. 
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Her Miijesty's Privy Cpuncil has recognised the right of Provincial Legislatnres 
to regulate the issue oflnsarnnco Poiieies and to legislate with respect to companies 
canying em the bttBiness of htAirranee. My Gorernmt^ntr will therefore submit a Bill 
which, while dealing ftiirly with each Gornpanie8, will more etfeetually protect the 



The Supreme Ooiirt c€<J(ma4a, having confirmed the right of the 'Provinces over 
tihe fii^heriee of tlvo inland waters of Canada, my Government has given its attention 
to this important increase in its pmvers, which gives to Hthe^ownerahip of theflKb- 
erfes in the rivers of the Province oi Quebec. A Bill wili be eubmitted to you for 
the purpose of regulating this new source of revenue, 

lieginlative ]irovisionf^ exist in the United Kingdom, in the Dominion and in 
most of the provinces of the Canadian Confederation, allowing Her Majesty's subjects 
to have tlieir claims against the Governm»^nt decided by means <A the Petition of 
Right. Tily Government considers that there Is no reason why this Province t^hould 
not be snbjcct to the same obligations. A Bill to that tjffect will be submitted to you. 

While informing yoii of the serionH intention toestablish economy, and seeking 
to increase the sources of revenue, my Government does not, in anyway, propose to 
fitay the impetus given to various enterprises in the Province of Quebec, It rather 
4esire6 lo concentrate upon our internal resources, and especially upon Colonlsution 
and Primary Schools, which will receive an ineroased SHb-^idy, a part of the efforts 
which, during the past ten years^ have been devoted to railway enterprises. 

I am happy to state my conviction that our financial necesMties have not alone 
been the occasion of these reforme, intended more for the purpose of deriving the 
greatest benefit fV-om our sacrifices, of securing equal progress in the <levelopmeat 
of aH the resoorces of the P4*ovince'and, in a more intelligent and equitable manner, 
of a|)f)ortioning pui)lic assistance and patronage among the various ranks of society. 

1 have no doubt Ihnt, in prosecuting the work of the session, you will be anim- 
ated with the same %\mi.

Mr. Speaker commnnicated; to the House, a lleport of the lilnrariaM of th0 
Legislature, on the state of the Library, which^ is a$ foHoweth : 

To the Sonorable the Legislative Asseviibly of the Provinee of Quebec t 

The Librarian of the liegislatureof QtieS^^ has tbe honor to make the following^ 
report : 

Nine hundred and fifly-six work? have been added to your Libirary since the 
last Session, that is to hay during the last seven months. 

Under the general title of works lire included pamphlets, making in all 630> 
boand volumes. 

There are now nearly 30,000 volumes in the Provincial Library. 

With a yearly allowance greatly inferior to that granted to the l>ibrarjr of the 
Federal Parliament, it has inoi^sded more rapidly in the same Hpaee of time. 

Three hundred aifd twenty-^ix volumes lent sinee last Session have not yet 
been returned, and iifly at lea^t out of this number have been loet. 

The total number of books, the loss of which we ean establish since 1668^ 
amounts to seven hundred. 

I regret that persons, whoee names we ignoi'O, have abused the confidence 
placed in them by the employees, and tbe privilege granted them of entering the 
liibrary, by taking away newspapers and Statutes; I also regret that at the opening 
of the Session^ certain works that we would 4es>re to see once more on our shelves,. 
are forgotten in private librarien. 

The Librarian, who has relied on thotr being reta]med,is exposed to be accused 
of negligence, when he has only been too confiding. 

The Library is used by over eight hundred persons, and has only three 
employees. That of the Federal Parliament is used by about 71^0 persons, and yet 
they have eleven em payees. It is very easy ta nndejntand that the greatest 
atte< tion must be paid, otherwise a mueh greater loss would be established. 

"Would it not, however, be expedient to give more protection to this important 
Library ? To close ii to the public wonld be a matter of regret, be«au8e of its great 
use; to allow ii to deteriorate, or to be continually renewing it, is rather objec- 
tionable. 

I would therefore propose that all porsonf, ontside of both Houses, who winh 
to have access to tbe Library, should deposit the sum of four dollars with the 
Accountant aa a gnaranleo for the care they should take of the hooks. These foiur 
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dollars would be returned when the person would cease coming to the Librarr, if 
there were no claim against him for books spoilt or lost, 

I do not know if I am right in calling jour attention in this Beport to the 
Library of the new Parliament Building. I do so, however, in the interest of the 
Legislature. This Library, very bndly begnn, will scarcely hold the volumes 
which you will have to place there in three or four years, and it will be necessary 
to enliirge it. 

In conclusion I will again ask that the annual grant for the Libraiy be increased 
to the sum of four thousand dollars.

We are farther pleased to learn from Your Honor, that foreign capitalists are 
taking more and more interest in the resources of thje Province of Quebedj and par^ 
ticulariy in our phosphates of the Ottawa Valley, and are happy io learn that in 
order the more reliably to establish their quality and extent, the Government is now 
having a careful examination made of that territory, and that it will always give its 
greatest assistance to foreign or local companies which are already establrshed and 
to, those which are being formed; and that we acknowledge with Your Honor^ that 
they will assist us with their special knowledge and their experience in these various 
branches of induntjy. 

We rejoice to learn from Your Honor, that the Government has reason to hope 
that these new enterprises will give agreat impetus to Agriculture and Colon i;st»tion; 
that the more thorough encouragement of these great sources of public prosperity 
iia59 already occupied its attention, and that it will acquaint us with the now measures 
it has taken, the more readily to open up to the energy of the settler the lands in 
our public domain^ 

We will cai^fuHy examine the Public Accounts for the past fiscal year and the 
Estimates of expenditure for the coming one, which will be submitted to us. We, 
with Your Honor, will bv pleased to notice, by the last Public Accounts, that, owing 
to the payment by the City of Montreal, of its debt to the Municipal Loan Fund, the 
operations of the past fiscal year show a considerable surplus ; that th.e Commissioner 
entrusted with the settlement of the Municipal Loan Fund is working energetically 
in the matter, and that the Government has reason to hope that the receipts from 
this source for the current year will exceed the amount estimated. 

We learn with satisfaction from Your Honor.that the preparation of the Estimates 
for the coming fiscal year has been based upon the utrictest economy consistent with 
the efficiency of the public service j that tne G-overnment will use every possible 
efibrt to establish an equilibrium between the receipts and the ex|)enses chargeable 
to the Consolidated Revenue, by acareful administration of the revenues of the Pro- 
vince, and a strict supervision over its expenditure; and that for that purpose a Bill 
will be submitted to us, defining the position and powers of the Provincial Auditor, 
in such manner that the people, tbcough its representatives, may absolutely control 
the expenditure. 
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We learn with pleasure from Tour Honor, that a Bill will also be submitted to 
Tts to facilitate the payment of monfes due the Province for the custody of pribon^ 
era and the insane, as well as of the sums due the Buildings and Jury Fund. 

We also learn with pleasure from Your Hoffor, that during the recess, the set- 
tlement of the accounts between the provine^es of OhtariO' and Quebec and iher 
Dominion, has heen advanced, that statements af-e notO' being prepared on the basis^ 
adopted during the negotiations, imd that there is cvefy reason to believe that we 
shall shortly be informed that these accounts have been satifsfactorily Fettled. 

We admit, with Your Homor^ that it would he desfrable that the final adinst- 
ment of the Common Schoal Fund shouM be effected at thesar/le time as that of tho^ 
other accounts, and that active negotiations are now in progree<8 between the Govern- 
ment of the Province of Ontario and the Govern rtren ton thiastfbjcct; aid tfiat a 
Bill to authorize such an arrangement will be submitt d to ns. 

We are pleased to learn from Your Honor, tliat the Government deems it ad- 
visable to extend to the outside Civil Service the pension eryfttem, which enables the 
Govefnmentto provide in an eouiiable manner for the support of aged and sick 
officers and employees in the public service^ has so promoted the efficiency thereof; 
and that a Bill will be submitted to us, to grant pensfons to certain officers cronnect- 
ed with the administration of justice and to certain others. 

We are pleased to learn fmm Your Honor, that you have anthofi^ed the appoint- 
ment of a Commission, charged with the duty of making a general and nearcbing in- 
vestigation into the orga nidation of all the Public Departments ; and Wo are convinced 
that the labours of this Commission, a report from which will probably be laid before 
us during the course of the Session, will have the effect of reducing the espetise and 
increasing the efficiency of the service. 

We, with yout Honor, are aware that recent jtidicial decisfJons, better defining' 
the powers of the Local Legislatures in the Canadian Confedeftttion, have, ^hile 
adding to those of the Province of Quebec^ equally added to its duties and responsf-^ 
bilities or modified its position. 

We are happy to learn from Your Honor, that o'v^ing to the views expressed 
by the highest Court of Appeal in the British Empire, inrenderfbg judgment otf the 
Act of the Dominion Parlianjent for the regulation of the sale of intoxicating 
liquors (Canada Temperance Act of 1878) the Governroent is seriously considering 
the itdvisability of certain amendments to existing legislation. 

We learn with pleasure from Your Honor, that Her Majesty's Privy CoufJCil 
has recogniiJed the right of Provincial Legi^latures, to regulate the issue of Insur- 
ance Policies, and to legislato with respect lo companies carrying on the business of 
insurance; and that the Government will therefore submit a Bill ti^hich, while deal- 
ing fairly with such companies, will more effectually protect the public. 

We have equally learned with ploa^nre from Your Honor, that the Supreme 
Court of Canada, having confirmed the right of the provinces over the fisheries of 
the inland watei-s of Canada^ the Government has given its attefition to this impor- 
tant incrcane in its powers, Which gives to it the ownership of the fisheries ip the 
rivers of the Province of Quebec; and that a Bill will be submitted to us fof th« 
purpose of regulating this new soarce of revenue. 

We are aware that Legiedative provisions exist in the United Kingdom, in the 
Dominion, and in roost of the Provinces of the Canadian Confederation^ allowing 
Her Majesty's subjects to have their claims against the Govef'nment decided by 
means of the Petition of Bight j and We are pleased to learn from Your Honor that 
the Government con^idera that ihere is no reason why this Province should not bo 
subject to the name oblig^ions, and that a Bill to that effect will be submitted to us. 

We are pleased to learn from Your Hanor, that the Government, while inform- 
ing us of the serious intention to establish economy and seeking to increase the 
sources of jevtnue, does not, in any way, propose to stay the impetus given to 
various enterprises in the Province of Quebec ; and that it rather desires to concen- 
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traie upon our internal resources and especially upon Colonization and Primary 
Schools, which will receive an increased suosidy, a part of the efforts which, during 
the past ten years, have been devoted to railway enterprises* 

"We are happy to join with Tour Honor in stating our conviction that our finan- 
cial necessities have not alone been the occasion oi these reforms, intended more for 
the purpose of deriving the greatest benefit from our sacrifices, of securing equiil 
progress in the deveiopment of all the resources of the Province, and, in a more 
intelligent and 'equitable manner, of apportioning public assistance and patronage 
among the various ranks of society, and that we have no doubt that, in prosecuting 
the work of the Sei>sion, we shall bo animated with the same spirit. 

The said Address, being read a second time, was agreed to«

Reply of the Honorable Mr. Zynehj — The Government has taken the necessary 
means to ascertain the number of settlers placed by the company on their reperve, 
and, by the inspections made, it would appear that there were about twenty families 
80 established on the 80th June last, although the company claim a larger number. 

By Mr. Ficard, — Is it true that the Government consented to have the settlers 
established since many years in Whitton, considered as settlers of the Company 
whom it is obliged to settle upon its lands upon the terms of its charter with the 
Government f 

Reply of the Honorable Mr. Lynch,— On the 30th June la»t the Governmeat 
informed the Company that such squatters as were bond fide settlers at the time of 
the reserve, would be included in the number the Company was required to settle, 
by the terms of the reserve, on certain conditions set forth in the letter of tbe 
Honorable Commissioner of Crown Land of that date. 

By Mr. Demers. — Has the Government taken any stops since last session, to 
alter the Registrar's tariff, so as to remove abuses, and docs it intend introducing a 
Bill on this subject during this session ? 

Reply of the Honorable Mr, MousseaUf-^The Government has, since last session, 
taken steps to alter the Regisirare' tariff, and a new tariff will soon be submitted to 
the Governor in Council to be adopted. There will be no legislation on the subject, 
because the Governor in Council has the power to change and modify the Regis- 
trars' tariff. 

By Mr. Picard—ls the Government aware that in the month of August last, 
the Dominion of Canada Land and Colonization Company took out suits against 
fourteen settlers, who had settled in good faith upon Crown Lands in the Township 
of Whitton, in order to compel them to abandon such lands ? Did the Government 
intervene in order to promote the settlement of such suits ? If so, in what manner 
and upon what conditions did it so interfere ? 

Reply of the Honorable Mr. Lynch, — The Government is aware that certain 
suits wei'C brought hy the Comf»any. 

The Government did not intervene in such suits.

" Bills tire required to originate in a Committee of the Whole House; and if by 
" mistake this form has been omitted, all subsequent proceedings are vitiated and 
" must be commenced again," and he cites on page 487 the following Standing 
Order of the 20th March 1707. 

*' This Hoi7se will not proceed upon any petition, motion or bill for grantiuL^ 
" any money, or for releasing, or for compounding any sum of money owing to tho 
" Crown, but in a Committee of the Whole House." 

The objeeton n^ that ibis Bill is not based on resolutions as required by tho 
Standing Order of the House of Commons, ot 1707. 

All tho procedure is vitiated and consequently must be commenced again. 

The mention matle of this mia-^uro in the Speech of the Throne may take the 
place of the mes8«go necessary for such a measure, but does not dispense with tho 
ijecessity of commencing by a resolution and in a Committee of the Whole House. ^ 

Mr. Speaker stated to the House that he will defer giving his decision until a 
future sitting of the House.

Mr. Speaker (upon the objection taken, on the SOth January last, at the second 
reading oi the Bill to provide for a final settlement of the Common School Fund, 
that it is for the purpose of authorizing the Government to compound sums due 
to the Crown ; now Dy the 116th Rule of this House it is ordered : '* That in all 
uuj^rovided cases the rules, usages and forms of the House of Commons of the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, shall be followed. 

We have no rule upon this point. Rule 88 applying only to motions for any 
public aid or charge upon the people, that is to say, for the imposition of taxes. 

May, Parliamentary Practice Ed. of 1779, p. 486, says ; '^ Certain classes o£ 
" Bills, are required to originate in a Committee of the Whole House ; and if by 
'' mistake this form has been omitted, all subsequent proceedings are vitiated and 
" must be commenced again," and he cites, on page 487, the following Standing 
Order of the 20Lh March, 1707. 

" This House will not proceed upon any petition, motion or Bill for granting 
" any money, or for releasing, or for corapaunding any sum of money owing to 
••* the Crown, but in a Committee of the Whole House." 

The objection is that this Bill is not based on resolutions as required by the 
Standing Order of the House of Commons, of 1707. 

All the procedure is vitiated and consequently must be con^menced again. 

The mention made of this measure in tne Speech of the Throne may take the 
place of the message necessary for such a measure, but does not dispense with 
the necessity of commencing by a resolution and in a Committee ef the Whole 
House,) ruled as foUoweth : 

It appears, both from the Bill itself and from the explanations given by the 
honorable member who introduced it, that the Common School fund now com- 
prises : 

1 A sum derived from the price of lands collected before confederation and 
which remained in trust in the keeping of the Government of the Dominion of 
Canada \ 
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2. A snm collected by the Government of the Province of Ontario/ sinceCon- 
federation ; 

3. A considerable sum still to be collected ; 

4. About tbree thousand acres of land to be sold. 

The Qovernment of the Province ol Qytebec now desires to withdraw from the 
joint ownership, and for rights that are certain as to their elJsieQceV but uncertain 
as tO' their value (for the portion at least which consists in sums to be collected 
and lands to be sold) the Government wishes^ to substitute a fixed sum. 

For this purpose, the Bill proposes to authorise the Lieutenant-Governor of the 
Province of Quebec in council : 

1. To agree with the Government of the Province of Ontario, upon a sum to 
be paid by the latter Government for the acquisition by itof the uncollected bal^ 
ance of the pricA of their lands ; 

9. To conclude an agreement with the Government of the Province of Ontario 
for the final division of this fund between the two provinces, according to the 
census of 1881, 

The other pix)Visions of the Bill are not subject to the objection I'aise^* 

I find nothing in the rules of the House which applies directly to the question. 

Rule 88 has been cited, but it speaks only of a motion "for any public aid or 
charge upon the people." 

We have Rule No. H6 which says : 

" In all unprovided cases^ the Rules, usages and forms of the House of Com« 
mens of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and li-eland shall be fallowed.*' 

Referring to the Rules of the House of Commons of the United Kingdom, I 
find that a Bill cannot be introduced in the House unless the legislation of which 
it is the object has been previously submitted to a Committee of the Whole House 
in the following cases : 

Reh'gion (Standing order 30th April, tT72) ; 

Commerce (Standing order, 9th April, 1772) ; 

Aid, grant or charge on the public revenue (Standing Order of 20th March, 
1866) ; 

Releasing or comrounding any sum of money owing to the Crown (Standing Order 
of20th March, 1707); 

It is upon this last rule that the objection is bised. 

At first sight, neither this rule, nor the others which Ihave cited apply^ to 
this Bill, for it is proposed to sell tne interest of the Province in c^i^tain claims 
and lands. 

Now, none of th«>se rules refer to sales. 

But I find in a work entitled : "The practice and privileges of the two Houses 
of Parliament," by Atpheus Toddj published in Toronto in 1840, " No motion for 
public money will be received, unless recommended from the Crown, and if no 
such recommendation be signified, the Speaker must decline to put the question. 
The Standing Order of the lllh June, 1713, requiring this in terms, extends only 
to petitions ; but in its spirit and practice it applies to all applications for public 
money or for alienating any estates or revenues of the Crown. 

May we not reason a pari for cases in which it has to be decided whether 
certain Bills should begin in Committee of the Whole. 

There is another consideration which appears to me to have a certain weight, 
and that is that, as in all sales and claims, the price cannot be determined without 
examining whether they are good, doubtful or bad. If there be insolvent debtors, 
the Government of this Province would not compound directly with them ; this 
is true, but the price of sale would have to be determined in view of such an 
event. The idea of a composition is therefore not foreign to the matter. 

The Honorable Member who introduced the Bill, has declared that he would 
Insert a clause to make all agreements which may be entered into between the 
two Provinces, subject to ratification by this House. 
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Would such a clause reduce the Bill i9 a sliZLple expression of opinion, to an 
abstract principle ? 

I do not think so. 

I am therefore inclined to think thai it would have beeil^ more in accordance 
with the spirit of our rules of practice, to commence this legislation in a Com- 
mittee of the Whole House; 

Now, taking as mr authority what Jtey says, at ptage 486, edition of 1879. 

" Certain classes of Bills are required to originate in a Committee of the Whole 
House ; and if by a mistake this form has been omitted^ all subsequent proceed- 
ings are vitiated and must be commenced again," I would suggest to the Hono- 
rable Member who introduced the Bill, to withdraw it and commence in dommit- 
teeof the Whole. I frankly admit that I still ha^e doubts on the question as to 
whether this legislation should be begun in Committee of the Whole House ; I 
therefore comfine myself to a simple suggestion.

QUESTIONS PUT BY MEMBERS AND ANSWERS THERETO. 

By Mr. Cameron. — Is it the intention of the Government to subsidize the 
Montreal and Champlain Junction Railway Company ? If so, how much per mile 
and on what conditions ? 

Reply of the Honorable Mr. Mous$eau^ — It is not the intention of the Govern- 
ment to grant at present a subsidy to this railway. 

By Mr. Fattcfier de Samt-Maurice. — Did the South Shore turnpike commission 
make a report as they promised ? Have all the roads ordered to be raacadamited, 
under It) Vic. chap. 235 sect. 8, sect. 12 and sect. 13 and 20 Vict. chap. 125 been 
finished over the whole length required, under the obligations imposed by those 
two Statutes and to the satisfaction of all interested parishes ? 

Reply of the Honorable Mr. Blanchet^-^The South Shore Turnpike Commis- 
sion has made the reports required of them. ^ ^ 

The Government is not at present prepared to declare if this commission has 
made all the works it was bound to make in 1853. and 1857, but it has ordered 
inquiries to be made on the subject in order to obtain the information necessary 
to render justice to those interested therein. 
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On motion of Mr. QaiUhier, seconded by Mr. St HUairCy 

Ordered^ That the entry of the Journals of this House of the 10th May 1882, 
touching the Fourth Report of the Standing Gommitteeon Agripulture, iDojoaigra- 
tion and Colonization, be now read, and the same was read as followeth : 

Your Committee have the Honor to report : 

That their attention having been called to the fact that certain unfortunate 
difficulties and misunderstandings existed in the relations between the Council of 
Agriculture and the Department of Agriculture and also between the Director of 
Agriculture and some of the officers of the Council of Agriculture, which diffi- 
culties and misunderstandings are prejudicial to the proper working of the said 
Council, Your Committee deemed in their duty to summon before them .the secre- 
tary of the CounciL Mr. George Leclerc and Mr. E. A. Barnard, director of Agricul- 
ture and editor of the /ouma/o/* i4^*wi*/^i^re, in order to ascertain the nature of 
such misunderstandings and endeavor to put an ^nd to them. 

That after having heard the explanations given by these gentlemen, as well 
as those which the Honorable Commissioner of Agriculture and his Deputy Mr. 
Lesage were good enough to give ; 

Considering that in a vast country like ours, presenting contrasts as striking 
as those which exist between the climate of Gaspesia and that of the Eastern 
Townships, the cultivation of the soil requires to be effected under conditions too 
dissimilar, and under systems too varied to allow of any one system of agricul- 
ture being applied to the whole Province ; 

That in order to assist the Council of Agriculture in doing justice to all par- 
ties, and to render more effective the measures adopted by it for the encourage- 
ment of agriculture, the council should be so constitued as to represent all tne 
agricultural portions of thfe province, and that the subdivision of the province into 
judicial districts might be used as a basis for the representation of the various 
agricultural interests ; ^ 

That for these reasons your Committee respectfully represent that it Ib 
advisable : 

1. That the Council of Agriculture should be reorganized, so as to contain a 
representative of each of the judicial districts of the province residing in such 
district, to be appointed by the (rovernment, and ten members, at least, selected 
from amongst the most celebrated agriculturists of the province ; 

2. Thai the seat of the Council be in Quebec and that its office be also trans- 
ferred to Quebec ; 

3. That the Commissioner and Assistant-commissioner of Agriculture be ex- 
ofl^cio members of the said council ; 

4. That uone of the re^rulations of the Council of Agriculture come into force 
before they are approved by the Lieutenant-Governor in Council ; 

Your Committee are also of opinion that the system of divisional exhibitions 
which bring together the farmers of various countips, would have excellent 
results, and they recommend the adoption thereof in all cases were the distance 
does not render the holding of such exhibitions impracticable. 

Your Committee have also considered the important question of deciding 
what are the best means to adopt for developing the dairying industry in this 
province. 

At the the request of Your Committee, Mr. 5. M, Barri^ director of the Dairy 
School at Ste Marie, Beauce^ gave some interesting information upon this industry, 
and also submitted to Your Committee a memorial containing a summary of the 
suggestions which he deems the best calculated to secure the development of this 
important industry. 

Your Committee, without wishing to decide upon the nrerits of all the 
suggestions contained in this Report, nevertheless deem it their duty to submit 
them herewith to the consideration of Your Honorable House.

With the ohject of. promoting the improvement and development of dairying 
in this Province. 

I have the honor to submit the following suggestions : 

1. To taJie wans to improve the buildings used as butter and cheese manu- 
factories by providing better protection against. atmospheric changes. 

2. To diffuse useful and neqessary knowledge for es.tablishing Butter and- 
Cheese Factories by publicatiohs and public conferences 

3. To secure the services of a travelling professor for teaching the manufac- 
ture of cheese by the Cheddar process in our present cheese factories, and at the 
same time inspect and report upon each one. 

4. To recommend to. the Department of Agriculture and Public Works the 

Srinting of Schedules or Forms of account which ooiild be easily filled in, and 
istribute a copy to each Butter and Cheese Factory- . 

5. The Committee might also recommend to the Legislature the adoption of 
a Law which would. compel the proprietors of establishments of this Kind to 
make an Annual Report to the Department of Agriculture and Public Works, 
based upon the Schedules above mentioped, under penality of a^ fine sufficient to 
insure the carrying out of the Law. 

6. To subsidize the Dairymen's Association of this province. The object of 
this grant would be to enable the above association to send delegates to foreign 
exhibitions and conferences and to publish reports, &c. 

7. To subsidize the Dairy School of Ste Marie de la Beauce. The object of the 
latter grant would be to establish at the said school an experimental establish- 
ment which would enable it to ascertain the best process of manufacture of Dairy 
products, to purchase apparatus* utensils and instruments of different kinds, to 
ascertain their real value and efficiency before introducing and recommending 
their use in new Factories. 

8. To promote a special general exhibition of Dairy products in the Province, 
and at the same time a general convention of the Butter and Cheese Manufac- 
turers and Agriculturists of this Country. 

9. To establish a museum of Dairy apparatus, utensils and instruments.

By Mr. Sawyer ^ — Will the Government consent to have printed in the English 
language, a sufficient number of copies of the Educational law to supply the 
English speaking municipalities of this Province ? 

Reply of the Honorable Mr. fitanc/ic^,^There are a few copies of the said 
Acts yet to be distributed, and as soon as the Education law is codified, it is the 
intention of the Government to have it printed separately for distribution to mem- 
bers. 

By Mr. Ar€hamhaulU^l>OQ% the Government intend to change the site ot the 
Montreal Common Gaol, as the North Shore Railway workshops have taken 
possession of the land belonging thereto ? 

Reply of the Honorable Mr. Mousseau^ — The Government does not intend to 
change the site of the Montreal Common Gaol at present. 

By Mr. Faucher de Saint-Maurice. — Does the Government intend to distribute, 
or in tne event of there being none, to cause to be struck off ten, twenty and fifty 
cent stamps for registry offices ? 

Reply of the Honorable Mr. TTaWrfe,— The Government does distribute 5, 15, 
and 30 cents stamps for registry offices. On account of the great cost that would 
be incurred by the execution of other engravings, the Government does not at 
present intend to have any made for 10, 20 and 50 cents stamps. 

By Mr. Faucher de Saint-Maurice, — Doee the Government intend taking advan- 
tage of 32 Vict., chap. 32, sect. 8^ which authorizes it to take possession of all 
railways having obtained a subsidy from the Province of Quebec^ which have 
ceased to work and run their trains ?

whatsoever." » 

Section 144, line first — Strike out the word "many" and replace it by. the 
word "shall " before the last word, of the same line insert the word "new," 

In the eleventh line, strike out the word "but," strike out the last four words 
of line 12 and all the words of line 13, and replace them by the following : " who 
shall have the qualifications required by the charter of the said city, a list of 
whom shall have been previously prepared, with due diligence by the Secretary- 
Treasurer of the said town of Hochelaga^ who shall forward such list to the City 
Clerk of the said City of Montreal:' 

Section 145— After the word ^'Manlre<W* in the third line insert the following : 
"upon the conditions mentioned," same line, after the word "shall" insert the 
following : " in order to have force and effect, and under pain of nullity."

Todd^ On Private Bills Practice of 1869, page 32, says that the petition should 
state in general terms, the objects or privileges sought to be obtained \yY the 
parties soliciting the Bill. 

The petition does not appear to me to be sufficient. 

Allusion has also been made to the notices during the discussion on this point 
of order. 

The House has constituted its committees which are the judges of this matter. 
Rules 53, 64. It could refer the Bill to them again. 

I must admit that I am but little inclined to maintain exceptions to the form 
against a Bill when it has reached its third reading. Such a practice might entail 
serious trouble and occasion unnecessary expense upon the promoters, in cases, 
for instance, where the House would order ihe reprinting of a volumious Bill 
on account of amendments made in Committee. 

The Honorable Mr. Pdquei moved, seconded by Mr. Faucher de Saint-Maurice^ 
and the Question being proposed. That, whereas the petition of L A. Stndcai 
and others, praying for the incorporation of the French Canadian Colonization 
and Industrial Enterprize Company, was taken into consideration by the 
Committee on Standing Orders on the 13th February 1883, and the Committee 
made a favorable report thereon ; and whereas the Railway Committee, 
when taking into consideration the Bill based on the said petition, notwiht- 
standing Rule 64 of this House, did not deem it advisable to draw the special 
attention of the House to any of the provisions of the said Bill ; and 
whereas since the said Bill has been reported from the said Committee, it has 
been lengthily discussed before this House ; — ^I'he 56th rule of this House and all 
rules and practices followed in such cases be suspended in so far as they relate to 
the Bill to incorporate the General Colonization and Industrial Enterprize Com- 
pany," and that the Bill be proceeded with as if the formalities respecting the 
said petition and the said Bill had been complied with. 

And a Debate arising thereupon ; 

And the hour set apart for the consideration of Private Bills having expired. 

Mr. Owens moved, seconded by Mr. Spencer^ and the Question being put, That 
Rule 19 and all Sessional Orders amending the same be suspended in respect to

QUESTIONS PUT BT MEMBERS AND ANSWERS THERETO. 

By Mr. Fregeau, — In settling the Municipal Loan Fund, is it the intention of 
the Government to take into consideration the financial situation of certain muni* 
cipalities indebted to the Municipal Loan FuncJ, and who, having contracted consi- 
derable debts for the construction of Railways, have infringed the provisions of 
article 978 of the Municipal Code ; and in such case, does thfe Government intend 
to make a reduction on the Municipal Loan in favor of such municipalities^ so 
that their debt may be in accordance with the said article of the Municipal Code? 

Reply of the Honorable Mr. Wurtele, — ^This question requires serious study 
and is now being considered by the Government. 
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By Mr. Carbray. — Does the Government intend, this session, to have justice 
done to the holders of Quebec North Shore Turnpike debentures, in accordance 
with the conclusions of the petition presented to this House ? 

Reply of the Honorable Mr. Mousseau^ — No. It is not the intention of the 
Government to settle, during the present session, the matter of the bondholders of 
the Quebec North Shore Turnpike Trust 

The Government is not legally responsible for the present embarrassing posi- 
tion of the bondholders ; but in equity it considers itself bonnd to thoroughly 
study the question during the recess, m order to ascertain to what extent and in 
what manner it can intervene in order to do justice to the bondholders. 

By Mr. Faucher de Saint-Maurice. — Does the Government, in settling the muni- 
cipal loan contracted by the Parish of St Michel^ County of Belkchasse^ intend to 
take into account a wharf, for the construction of which this parish has contracted 
debts ? This wharf being of general utility for the navigation of the River St, 
Lawrence, does the Government of Quebec intend, in this case, to help the Parish 
of St Michel^ and come to an understanding with the Federal Government, which 
proposes to reimburse to the Government of Prince Edward's Island an amount 
expended in the construction of wharves f 

Reply of the Honorable Mr. WUrtele^ The Government has not yet received 
the Report of the Commissioner appointed to settle the Municipal Loan Fund, as to 
the debt of the parish of Saint^Michel de Bellechasse. The Government will take the 
matter into consideration as soon as the Report is sent in containing a statement of 
the facts, and if necessary, will use its influence in connection with the claim of 
the parish of Saint-Michel de Bellechasse^ with the Federal GovernmenL 

By Mr. Rinfret dit Malomn. — Does the Government intend to put an end to the 
agreement, under which it pays the Corporation of Quebec for six policemen on 
the condition that the Corporation furnish it with twelve men in caSe of any 
trouble outside of the City and to act as constables at the Criminal Court ; and if 
so, why has the Government come to such a determination ? 

Reply of the Honorable Mr. Blanchet^ The Government has decided with a, 
view to economy, to put an end to the agreement. , 

By Mr. Charlebois. — When proceeding to the settlement of the Municipal Loan 
Fund, is it the intention of the Government to credit the different municipalities 
with the sums expended by them for works or enterprizes which have been more 
beneficial to the public in general than to the municipalities interested ? 

Reply of the Honorable Mr. WiArtele^ This question deserves and will receive 
the serious attention of the Government. 

By the Honorable Mr. Gameau. — Has the Governmsnt since the 2nd February 
last, insisted upon the North Shore Railway Company executing the works men- 
tioned in schedules A and B of the deed of sale of the said road and in conformity 
with its obligations towards the Province and the City of Quebec f 

Reply of the Honorable Mr. Blancket^ Yes, the Railway Commissioner has 
insisted upon the North Shore Railway Company carrying out the works in ques- 
tion immediately, and has written to it to Know at once what progress had been 
made towards completing these works. 

The Secretary of the Company has answered that the works are under con-

Your Committee have filso taken cognizance of the resolutions adopted by 
Your Honorable House on the fifth of Mdrch instant, instructing them to enquire 
into the means of bringing the interests of the settlers into harmony with those of 
the owners of timber limits and of regulating and promoting the Settlement of our 
public lands. 

The advanced stage of the Session has prevented Your Committee from de- 
voting to this important subject all the study which it deserves ; they have never- 
theless listened to the suggestions made by the Honorable Mr. Marchand the 
mover of the said resolution. He hgis explained to Your Committee a system of 
selling the Crown Lands to settlers, which Your Committiee recommend to be 
seriously and thoroughly studied. 

* This system, which consists in assimilating the price of the sale of a lot to a 
constituted rent, at five per cent, redeemable at the settler^s pleasure, would afford 
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the settler easy conditions of payment, whilst permanently reserving to the Grov- 
vernment the full value of the Crown Domain ; this gradually turned into a 
capital secured by fixed hypothec and producing every year a fixed and lasting 
revenue. i 

Report of the Sub-Committee ordered to Report upon the question of an Arbor 
Day. 

To the Committee on Agriculture, Immigration and Colonization : 

Your Sub-Committee have the honor to report as follows : 

That the climate is not uniform throughout the Province of Quebec^ and that 
there is a considerable difference between the dates of the beginning of Spring. 

That it would not be advisable to fix the same day in the Spring for the whole 
Province as Arbor Day for the transplanting of forest trees. 

That the Province might be divided into two districts, Eastern and Western, 
separated by a line formed by the Eastern frontier of the Counties of St Maurice^ 
Yamaska, Drummond^ Richmond and Compton. 

That we believe, that the seventh day of May, for the Western district, and the 
sixteenth day of May for the Eastern District might be advantageously chosen for 
Arbor day. 

That we notice with pleasure that the Council of Public Instruction, by a 
unanimous resolution recommends all the schools and educational establishments 
subsidized by the Government to grant a holiday on the day named by the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor as Arbor Day ; such holiday being devoted by the pupils to the 
planting of forest trees on the grounds belonging to the schools or educational 
establishments, or on any other land which may be deemed suitable. 

That we hope that by notifying before-hand the authorities of such schools 
and educational establishments to that effect, the Department of Public Instructien 
will see fit to call their attention to the care necessary both in selecting in advance 
the place from which to remove the trees and the place where they are to be 
planted, and to obtain the tools required for such work; and to send to each school 
and educational establishment a small printed circular giving rudimentary 
instructions about transplanting trees and the choice of the proper kinds, consider- 
ing the nature of the soil where they are to be re-planted. 

That it appears to us, that the sum of six hundred dollars voted for the bes! 
treatises on the growing bf forest trees, would be more usefully employed this 
year, if divided among the Agricultural societies, who endeavour to encourage 
the growing of forest trees in conformity with the instructions which they may 
receive to that effect from the Department of Agriculture, which might be 
required to send such instructions immediately after the Session. 

Rnolved^ That this House doth concur in the said Report. 

The Bill to amend and consolidate the Act incorporating the Dental Associa* 
of the Province of Quebec^ was according to order, read a second time ; and com- 
mitted to a Committee of the whole House for its second sitting this day. 

The Order of the Day being read for receiving the Report of the Committee 
of the whole House on Resolutions respecting the addition of $500,000 to the loan 
authorized by Act 45 Victoria, Chapter 18, and certain modifications to the pro- 
visions of the said Act: 

And the question feeing put, That the Report be now received ; the House 
divided : and it was resolved in the Affirmative. 

The Honorable Mr. Gameau reported the Resolutions accordingly, and the 
game were read, as follow : , 

Resolved, t. That in addition to the sum now remaining unborrowed and 
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negotiable of the loan authorized by the Act 45 Vict., cap. 18, the Lieutenant- 
Governor in Council may authorize the Provincial Treasurer to procure by way 
of loan for the uses of the Pjroviuce,as set forth in the above cited Act, the further 
sum of five hundred thousand dollars. 

Resolved^ 2. That such additional sum shall be deemed to form part of the 
loan authorized by the said Act 45 Vict., cap. 18, and shall be effected in the same 
manner and be subject to the same provisions, as if it had originally been a 
portion of such loan, and as if such loan had been authorized to the extent of 
three millions five hundred thousand dollars. 

Resolved, 3 That the bonds or debentures, for the amount remaining at any 
time unborrowed, of the loan above mentioned, and for the additional amount 
hereby authorized, may, notwithstanding the provisions of section 3 of the said 
Act 45 Vict., cap. 18, be issued in sterling, for sums of one hundred pounds each, 
and may be registered at any place withm the United Kingdom. 

Resolv rf, 4. That notwithstanding the provisions of section 3 of the said Act, 
45 Vict., cap. 18, such debentures may bear interest at the rate of four per centum 
per annum, and may be issued for such a nominally additional and proportionate 
amount as may be from time to time required. 

The said Resolutions being read a second time, were agreed to. 

Ordered^ That the Honorable Mr. Treasurer Wurtele have leave to bring in a 
Bill to authorize the raising by way of loan of an additional sum for the require- 
ments of the Province. 

He accordingly presented the said Bill to the House, and the same was 
received and read for the first time ; and ordered to be read a second time, at the 
second sitting of the House this day. 

The House, according to Order, again resolved itself into a Committee on the 
Bill to amend the Act 45 Vict., cap. lo, intituled : "An Act respecting the Land Sur- 
veyors of the Province of Quebec and the Survey of lands *' ; and after some time 
spent therein, Mr. Speaker resumed the Chair ; and Mr. St Hilaire reported, That 
the Committee had gone through the Bill, and made amendments thereunto. 

Ordered^ That the Report be now received. 

Mr St Hilaire reported the Bill accordingly, and the amendments were read, 
and agreed to. 

Ordered^ That the Bill be now read the third time. 

The Bill was accordingly read the third time. 

Resolved^ That the Bill do pass. 

Ordered^ That the Clerk do carry the Bill to the Legislative Council, and de- 
sire their concurrence. 

On motion of Mr. Faucher de Saint-Maurice^ seconded by the Honorable Mr, 
Pdquet^ 

Ordered^ That there be laid before this House, — Copies of the Report made to 
the Honorable Provincial-Secretary by Mr. Eudore Evanlurelj with the subjects of 
the French manuscripts of Boston and Washington and all documents respecting 
such correspondents. 



QUESTIONS PUT BY MBMBERS AND ANSWERS THERETO. 

By Mr. Desjardins. — Is it the intention of the Government, when settling with 
the Parish of St Jean de VIsle d'OrUans^ in the County of Montmorency^ for their 
parochial debt to the Municipal Loan Fund, to take into account a wharf erected 
through such loan, which wharf is of general service in the navigation of the St 
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LaiJbrence ? If so, does the Government intend to coftle to an understanding wltli 
the Federal Government for the reimbursement of the said amount borrowed by 
the parish of St John from the Municipal Loan Fund ?• 

Reply of the Honorable Mr. Wurtele, — ^The Government has not yet received 
the Report of the Commissioner appointed for the settlement of the Municipal 
Loan Fund respecting the debt of the Parish of St Jean de Vlsle d' Orleans, 

The Government will consider this matter as soon as the presentation of the 
Report will make known the facts of the case ; and if there be reason to do so, it 
will support the claim of the parish of St Jean de Vlsle d' Orleans^ before the Domi- 
nion Government. 

By the Honorable Mr. Merder, — ^Why does not the Government name the 
Commissioners for the summary trial of small causes ;it Cap Santi^ in the County 
of Portneuf ? 

2o. Did not the Government receive a petition to that effect, recommending 
for the office pereons taken without distinction from both political parties ? 

Reply of the Honorable Mr. Blanchet^ — Commissioners for the summary trial 
of small causes were named last December for the parish of Cap SantL 

Since then, the clerk of the Court has written that several of the commis- 
sioners would not accept, and he suggested other names. None of the commis- 
sioners have informed the Government of their refusal to accept office, and the 
inhabitants of the parish have not forwarded any petition in the matter. 

By Mr. Faucher de Saint-Maurice, — Is it the intention of the Government to 
grant, in the Supplementary Estimates, a sum of $200 to Mr. Joseph Chabot^ cheese- 
maker of St Charles^ in the County of Bellechasse^ to encourage him to continue the 
making of cheese ? 

Reply of the Honorable Mr. Wurtele^ — ^The Government has under its serious 
consideration the advisability of encouraging, by means of bonuses, the establish- 
ment of butter and cheese factories in which an improved system will be in ope- 
ration. 

By Mr. Watts, — ^Why was the grant to the Agricultural Society of the County 
of Drummond decreased by $200 last year ? 

Reply of the Honorable Mr. Blanchet^ — ^The aggregate subscription of the 
members has been only $183, which, multiplied by three, gives $549, from which 
18 per cent has been deducted as required by law.

And Bill, intituled: "An Act to amend and consolidate the various Acts 
respecting the study of Anatomy." 

And also, the Legislative Council have passed the following Bills with 
amendments, to which they desire the concurrence of this House : 

Bill, intituled : "An Act to amend the Act respecting the Bar of the Province 
of Quebec (44-45 Vict., chap. 27)." 

And Bill, intituled : ''An Act to amend the Code of Civil Procedure." 

The House proceeded to take into consideration the amendments made by the 
Legislative Council to the Bill, intituled : "An Act to amend the Act respecting 
the Bar of the Province of Quebec (44-45 Vict., chap. 27)," and the same were read, 
as follow : 

The following shall form section 13 : 

13. The General Council of the Bar shall have power to determine the amount 
of fees to be paid for the certificate of admission to the study and for the diploma of 
admission to the practice, and to increase or reduce the said fees as the expenses 
of the said Corporation may require, providing that tho said fees do not exceed 
the sum of thirty dollars. 

Section 13 becomes section 14. 

Ordered^ That the said amendments be read a second time, at the first sitting 
of the House, to-morrow. 

The House proceeded to take into consideration the amendments made by the 
Legislative Council to the Bill, intituled : " An Act to amend the Code of Civil 
Procedure," and the same were read, as follow : 

Section 2, line 2, strike out the three last words. 

Same section, line 3, after the word " Court," add the word " appealable." 

Same section, strike out all the words after the word "fees" in the 15th line, 
to the end of the sentence. 

Section 5 is struck out, and replaced by the following : 

5. It shall be lawful for the Lieutenant-Governor in Council to appoint from 
time to time by proclamation, one or more additional terms of the Court of 
Queen's Bench sitting in Appeal, to be holden at such place and during such time 
.as .may be determined by such proclamation. 
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Ordered^ That the said amendments be read a second time at the first sitting of 
the House, to-morrow. 



Mr. Speaker, under the provisions of tiie Act 31 Victoria, Chapter 4, of the 
Statutes of the Province of Quebec^ called upon L G. Desjardins, Esquire, Member 
for the Electoral District of Montmorency^ to take the Chair during his temporary 
absence. 

Mr. Desjardins accordingly took the Chair of the House. 

After some time, Mr. Speaker resumed the Chair. 



The Honorable Mr. Commissioner Lynch moved, seconded by the Honorable 
Mr. Provincial-Secretary Blanehet^ and the Question being proposed, That this 
House will, immediately, resolve itself into a Committee, to consider certain pro- 
posed Resolutions respecting certain Benevolent, Provident and Provident Mutual 
Associations and Life Insurance Companies, and the inspection thereof; 

The Honorable Mr. Joly moved in amendment, seconded by the Honorable Mr. 
Marchandy That all the words after " That" to the end of the Question be left out, 
and the words, " it be resolved, That the power which the Government strives to 
" obtain by the said Resolutions under the pretense of protecting private interests 
" which are in no way threatened, is only that of contracting a forced loan, 
" rendered still more odious by the right which the borrower wishes to assume 
'' of fixing the rate of interest himself," inserted instead thereof. 

And the Question being put on the amendment ; the House divided : and it 
passed in the Negative. 

Then the main Question being put. 

The House resolved itself into the said Commitlee. 

Jn the Committee.) 

Resolved J 1. That all benevolent, provident and provident mutual associations, 
formed under chapter 71 of the Consolidated Statutes of Canada, and all life in- 
surance companies, not licensed under the Statutes of the Dominion of Canada, 
and doing business in the Province of Quebec^ shall be subject to inspection by the 
Inspector of Insurance, appointed under the Act of this Province, 45 Vict., cap. 
49 ; and the provisions of the said Act shall apply to the said associations and 
companies, in so far as they can be made applicable, and as fully as if they were 
specifically mentioned in the Act to be based upon these Resolutions. 

Resolved^ 2. That such associations shall deposit with the Provincial Treasurer, 
in money or in bonds, the various sums that may be received by them from time 
to time, to pay policies or certificates of membership, that mature and are payable 
during the life-time of the assured, and also all other surplus funds that their 
respective Boards of Directoi's may consider are not required to pay death losses, 
current liabilities, or working expenses, so as to secure to their respective policy 
holders or members, compliance with the obligations imposed upon them by the 
terms of their contracts. 

Such deposits shall be deemed to have been made under the Act respecting 
judicial and other deposits, and to be held in trust by I he Provincial Treasurer for 
the security of all the policy-holders or members of such associations, provided 
that their Head-offices are located within the Province of Quebec; but if the Head- 
offices of such associations or companies are not located within the Province of 
Quebec^ such deposits shall be then held only for the security of the policy-hold- 
ers or members who reside in the said Province. 
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Life Insurance Companies doing business in the Province, and not under a 
license from the Dominion of Canada, shall deposit with the Provincial Treasurer 
twenty thousand dollars, and the further sum of live thousand dollars for every 
million of dollars over every five 'million of dollars risks of such Company on the 
thirty first August, in the year next preceding, until the amount of the deposit 
becomes fifty thousand dollars. Such deposits may be made in money or securi- 
ties of the Dominion of Canada or in securities of this Province, 

Resolved^ 3. That such deposits shall be repaid in various amounts by the 
Provincial Treasurer to the heiins or assigns of any deceased members, upon pro- 
duction of a certificate from the Board of Directors of any such association or 
rompany, to the effect that such heirs or assigns are entitled to receive such 
amounts ; that the Board shall be bound to issue such certificate, upon such heirs 
or assigns filing the necessary proof of their rights to the same, within the delay- 
specified by the by-laws of the association or company, or upon a final judgpient 
rendered by a court of competent jurisdiction, condemning the association or 
company to pay such amount. 

Resolvedj 4. That it shall be lawful for the Treasurer of the Province, after 
being authorized thereto by the Lieutenant-Governor in Council, to allow such 
associations and companies, on tlie deposits made by them, such j-ate of interest 
as he may, from time to time, deem expedit^nt ; and that such associations and 
companies shall be bound to contribute tneii- proportion of the expenses of inspec- 
tion in the manner provided by section 12 of the said Act 45 Vict^ cap. 49. 

Resolutions to be reported. 



Mr. Speaker resumed the Chair ; and Mr. Spencer reported, That the Com- 
mittee had come to several Resolutions. 

Ordered, That the Report be now received. 
Mr. Spencer reported the Resolutions accordingly, and the same were read, 
as follow : 

Resolved^ 1. That all benevolent, provident and provident mutual associations, 
formed under chapter 71 of the Consolidated Statutes of Canada and all life in- 
surance companies, not licenced under the the statutes of the Dominion of Cayiada 
;ind doing business in the Province of Quebec^ shall be subject to inspection by 
the Inspector of Insurance, appointed under the Act of this Province, 45 Victl 
cap 49 ; and the provisions of the said Act shall apply to the said associations and 
companies, in so far as they can be made applicable, and as fully as if they were 
specifically mentioned in the Act to be based upon these Resolutions. 

Resolved^ 2. That such associations shall deposit with the Provincial Trea- 
surer, in money or in bonds, the various sums that may be received by them 
from time to time, to pay policies or certificates of membership, that mature and 
.are payable during the life-time of the assured, and also all other surplus funds 
tliat their respective Boards of directors may consider are not required to pay 
death losses, current liabilities, or working expenses, so as to secure to their res- 
pective policy-holders or members compliance with the obligations imposed upon 
ihem by the terms of their contracts. 

Such deposits shall be deemed to have been made under the Act respecting 
judicial and other deposits, and to be held in trust by the Provincial Treasurer, 
\'ov the security of all the policy-holders or members of such associations provided 
that their Head-ofiices are located within the piovince of Quebec; but if the Head- 
oflices of such associations or companies are not located within the Province of 
Quebec^ such deposits shall be then held only for the security of the policy-hold- 
ers or members who reside in the said Province. 

Life Insurance Companies doing business in the Province, and not under a 
ilicence from the Dominion alCanada^ shall deposit with the Pravincial Treasurer 
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t\^enty thousand dollars, and the farther sum of five thousand dollars for every 
million of dollars over five million of dollars risks of such Company on the 
thirty first August in the year next preceding, until the amount of the deposit 
becomes fifty thousand dollars. Such deposits may be made in money or securi- 
ties of the Dominion of Canada or in securities of this Province. 

Resolved. 3, That such deposits shall be repaid in various amounts by the 
Provincial Treasurer to the heirs or assigns of any deceased members upon pro- 
duction of a certificate from the Boa-d of Directors of any such association or 
company, to the effect that such heirs or assigns are entitled to receive such 
amounts ; that the Board shall be bound to issue such certificate, upon such heirs 
or assigns filing the necessary proof of their rights to the same, vrithin the delay 
specified by the by-laws of the association or company, or upon a final judgment 
rendered by a court of competent jurisdiction condemning the association or 
company to pay such amount 

Resoivedy 4. That it shall be lawful for Ihe Treasurer of the Province, after 
being authorized thereto by the Lieutenant-Governor in Council to allow such 
associations and companies, on the deposits made by them, such rate of interest 
as he may, from time to time, deem expedient ; and that such associations and 
companies shall be bound ♦© contribute their proportion of the expenses of inspec- 
tion in the manner provided by section 12 of the said Act 45 Vict., cap. 4&. 

The said Resolutions being read a second time, were agreed to. 

Ordered, Thai the Honorable Mr. Commissioner Lynch have leave to bring in 
a Bill to extend the provisions of the Act of this Province, 45 Vict , cap. 49, 
respecting the inspection of Provincial Insurance Companies to other Companies 
than those therein mentioned, and for other purposes. 

He accordingly presented the said Bill to the House, and the same was 
received and read for the first time ; and ordered to be read a second time, at the 
first sitting of the House, to-morrow. 

The Order of the Day being read for the House again in Committee of 
Supply; 

And the Question being proposed. That Mr. Speaker do now leave the Chair ; 

Mr. McShane moved in amendment, seconded by Mr. Demers^ That all the 
words after ^'That" to the end of the Question be left out, and the words: 

"Clause 17, of the contract entered into on the 4th March, 1882, between Her 
" Majesty, represented for and in the name of the Province of Quebec by the 
" Honorable /. A, Chapleau, and the North Shore Railway Syndicate, for the sale 
" of the Eastern section of the Quebec. Montreal^ Ottawa and Occidental Railway, 
" reads as follows : 

*' 17. The Government transfers and makes over to the Syndicate all its rights 
*' against the Corporation of the City of Quebec^ in connection with the Quebec^ 
*• Montreal^ Ottawa and Occidental Railway, and undertakes to deliver to it, at 
*' the time the roads are handed over, the debentures which the Corporation of 
*' the City of Quebec has given on account of its subscription, to the amount of 
*' $400,000 (every debenture which the Government cannot deliver shall be paid 
*' at par). The Government further subrogates the Syndicate in all the rights it 
" may have and claim upon the property, situated in Quebec^ commonly called 
*' the 'Palais property,' opposite the proi)erty known as the 'Government Fuel 
*' Yard.' In consideration of this transfer, thii Syndicate assumes all the obligations 
" of the Government towards the Corporation of the City of Quebec^ and further 
'* it binds itself to pay to the Government, at the time the roads pre handed over, 
" the sum of $500,000." 

That section 7 of the Act 45 Vict., chap. 20, confirming the said contract, 
reads as follows : 
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"7. Notwithstanding clause 17 of the contract, it shall be lawful for th& 
" Government to enter into agreements with the City of Quebec^ respecting its 
" subscription to the North Shore Railroad ; and, in such case, the Corapany shall 
" not be held to the obligations nor benefit by the advantages mentioned in the 
" said clause 17, and shall also be relieved from the performance of the works for 
^' the completion of St Andrew street, the extension of the line to deep water on 
^^ the 'Louise Embankment,' and the changing of the line on Prince Edwaid 
^^ street. But such agreements shall be entered into within the three months next 
^' after the passing of this Act, and at the expiration of such delay, if no agreements 
" have been entered into, the said clause 17 shall have its full effect.*' 

That the said Act 45 Vict^ chap. 20, was assented to on the 27th May, 1882, 
and that, consequently, the delay of three months above mentioned expired on 
the 27th of August, 1882 ; 

That, by- a deed passed at Montreal on the 21st August, 1882, before Mtre. 
Tourangeau^ Notary, between the Government of this Province and the Corporation 
of the City of Quebec, the latter was relieved from the obhgation of paying the 
$600,000 which it owed for the balan<*e of the million subscribed by it to aid in 
the construction of the North Shore Railway, and of what it might owe to the 
Municipal Loan Fund ; 

That by the same deed the City of Quebec renounced the rights o^f ownership,, 
which it then had in the said road, and which it would have had if it had paid 
the balance of its subscription of a million ; and it bound itself, at the same time,, 
to deliver to the Government, debentures to the amount of $257,000, bearing 
interest at five per cent, to replace those then in the hands of the Government for 
the same amount, but bearing interest at 7 per cent; the balance of the debentures 
for $400,000, namely, $143,000, having been previously delivered to the contractor 
for such road, on account of the costs of construction ; 

That in the said deed it was stipulated that the Government bound itself to 
perform all the work which the said Syndicate was bound to perform under the 
said clause 17 of the said contract; $220,000 of these debentures of the city of 
Quebec being held for the payment of such works, and the balance, $37,000, being 
destined to meet the amount due by it to the Municipal Loan Fund ; 

That by another deed passed on the same day, at the same place and before 
the same notary, between the Government and the Syndicate, the latter ratified 
the agreements entered into by the said deed, renounced the clain>s it might have 
to the million dollar subscription of the City of Quebec^ undertook to complete the 
work required for finishing St. Andrew Street, and for altering the line on Prince 
Edward street, on condition that the Government should hand over to it the $220,- 
000 debentures of the City of Quebec^ and that it be relieved from the payment of 
the sum of $500,000 stipulated as payable to the Government at the time the said 
roads were handed over, by clause 17 of the contract dated 4th March, 1882 ; 

That by allowing the delay of three months, stipulated by section 7 of the 
Act 45 Vict., chap. 20, to lapse, and by not causing the said two deeds to be passed 
on the 21st August, the Government would have received the aforesaid $500,000 
from the Syndicate, less the $143,000 of debentures already delivered to the con- 
tractor for the road, and from the city of Quebec the amount due by it to the Mu- 
nicipal Loan Fund, say a capital of $50,000 besides twelve years' interest deter- 
mined by section 10 of the Act 43 44 Vict., chap. 13 ; and it would moreover have 
baen relieved from the obligation of performing the said work which was assumed 
by the Syndicate under clause 17 of the said contract. 

That this transaction was evidently effected with a view of favoring the Svn^ 
dicate to the detriment of the Province, which thereby loses a very considerai)le 
amount which it so much requires in the present state of its finances ; 

That by so illegally remitting the amount due by the Citv of Quebec to the 
Municipal Loan Fund, the Government has seriously compromised the right of the 
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Province to the sums due by other municipalities, and has considerably diminished 
its chances of being paid by the latter ; ' 

That such remission was moreover unfair as regards the municipalities which 
have already faithfully repaid what they owed to the Fund ; 

That, under the circumstances, it is the iluty of the House to declare that, 
while prepared to vote the Supplies to Her Majesty, it condemns this unfortunate 
transaction and censures the present Government which made it," inserted instead 
thereof.

of Danville. Eastern Townships, for the home maniifacture of butter ; 

That Mr. Lynch has also come before Your Committee and explained satis- 
factorily his process of manufacture ; 

That Your Committee are of opinion that the making of butter by means of 
Mr. Lunch's apparatus is destined to eJDfect a considerable improvement. 

Your Committee therefore deem it their duty to recommend that the Council 
of Agriculture take the necessary means to oblige each Agricultural Society to 
obtain at least one such apparatus, and to give it a sufficient trial to judge of its 
value*

Giving an increase in expenditure iu 1871 of $81,065.21 and in 1881 of 
$231,135.99 : 
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That if the subsidy were calculated upon the basis of each census, the subsidy 
to the Province of Quebec, for the three decades of 1861 1871 and 1881, would b^ 
as follows :— -

Being an increase for the decade of 1871 of $63,960 and for that of 1881 of 
$197,968.80 ; 

That a comparison of such decennial increase of the subsidy with the in- 
crease in the expenditure for the maintenance of justice and the support of asylums, 
shows how this expenditure has followed the movement of th^ population :

That the subsidy was specially given to meet^ amongst other expenditures, 
those for the admini?;tration of justice and the support of lunatic asylums ; and 
whereas the above figures establish, that in calculating this subsidy upon the 
basis of the census for 1861, the end in view was not attained, inasmuch as the 
expenditure in question increases almost in proportion to the population ; and to 
meet it the subsidy should increase in the same ratio ; and while the Government 
of this Province cannot^ by any supervision control this expendituiS^, the Federal 
Government by its legislation respecting crimes and criminals, and the great 
public works it undertakes^ contributes to increase it : 

That in order to carry out the intention of the founders of the Confederation, 
it would consequently be necessary that the annual subsidy, instead of being 
limited according to the census of 1861, should be calculated for each decade upon 
the basis of the last census ; 

That if the subsidy were so calculated, there would not be an increase, but a 
decrease in the share given to the province out of the revenues transferred to the 
Federal Government ; 

That in 1868^ the revenues arising from customs and excise duties amounted 
to $11,580,968.25, giving $3.75 per head of the population of the Dominion ; in 
1871 these revenues amounted to $16,437,049.28, giving $4.63 per head; and in 
1881 they reached $23,749,114.22 giving $5.49 per head ; Therefore if the Federal 
Government paid to the Provinces 80 cents per head, according to the census of 
1881 it would only give 14J per cent of the receipts arising from these sources of 
revenue, whilst in 1868 it paid 21 J per cent, as appears by the following figures :
